The bill to abolish tthe death penalty 
was taken from the table and postponed 
until one week from Monday. A num- 
ber of other matters were taken from 
the table and assigned for debate on 
various dates. 

A bill to permit autopsies in state 
hospitals and asylums was engrossed. 

The bill to permit Sunday sales of 
soda, etc., was not enacted, being held 
back by the committee on engrossed

place, some digging, some building 
walls, some on the woodwork, and 
some driving teams, but they are all 
employed in such a way as to accom- 
plish the completion of the work in tue 
most rapid and most satisfactory man- 
ner. .Everything is systematized, but 
to the outsider it appears to be all con- 
fusion, : 

Rapid progress has-been made upon 
the structure since the work began, 
the first of February, and now it is 
so far advanced that every day's work 
makes:'a good showing. 

Already the stone work, with the ex- 
ception of a little at the end near Ca- 
nal street has been completed, and the 
first story .of the upper structure “f 
brick has been laid fpon the upper ana 
the lower walls... Carpenters _have_be- 
gun the work of laying the first floor. 

The building itself is said to be the 
second largest in the city in point’ of 
space covered, the Arlington mill be- 
ing the only one that excels it in this 
particular. It is 141 feet along the Ca- 
nal side, and 501 1-2 feet along Prospect 
street. On the lower side toward thc 
river there will be two stories, and on 
the upper side there will be only one. 

The lower side of the structure is 
supported by a massive retaining wall, 
the largest of its kind in the city. This 
is made necessary from the fact that 
the structure is situated on the side 
of a steep hill on the bank of. the 
Spicket river. . 

The wall is interesting in itself, It 
runs along the bank of the river for 
a_distance of 503 feet, and in its high- 
est point it is over 45 feet high. 

The. base in the central part of the 
wall, which is several feet below the 
bottom of the river is 16 féet in width 
It tapérs by a graceful curve to three 
feet at the top.’ While this founda- 
tion was being laid the water in the 
Spicket was held back by the means of 
sand bags——The-stones--used—in- -the 
construction of “this wall-as’-well as 


from the Essex Co.’s quarry. They’ 
are untrimmed, -but are laid so evenly 
that they present about as smooth a 
face as would the polished stones. It 
is an imposing sight as seen from the 
lower side. j

Within ithe area enclosed by the outer 
walls a large number of massive pil- 
lars of solid brick, each of them nearly 
three feet across, which are being con- 


building and machinery which will be 
installed. At the end toward Canal 
street the workmen found it necessary 
to_.dig. down. into..the ground for..over 
30 feet in order to find a solid founda- 
tion for these pillars, This was,made 
necessary from the fact that in years 
_Past this part of the land had been 
used as a dump, and was filled in by 
lime. Many. interesting articles were 
found by the ‘workmen while digging. 
Upon this land are trees which are 
fully 10 years ‘old, showing that the 
dump was used many years ago. 

Of course the building is not any- 
where near complete, but at the pres- 
ent rate of progress it would not be 
surprising if the company began to 
install the machinery by the first of 
June. 

When the building is completed there 
will be over a hundred windows in 
the lower side of the building, and 
half that number in the upper side. 

Wherever: it has been possible to do 
so the contractors H. P. Cummings 
& Co., of Boston have given the work 
to Lawrence parties, and have pur- 
chased the supplies in this city. 

The windows were furnished by 
Briggs.& Allyn, and the stone work 
by Lahey & O’Donnell. The teaming 
has’ been.done by Lawrence parties. 
The contractors have paid the Law- 
rence men the compliment. of saying 
of them that although they had seen 
the work of men in all the other large 
cities of New England, but have never 
seen any’ better work done than is be- 
ing done on the present job, ; 

The designers of the building are 
Messrs, Deane & Main of Boston. Mr. 
Main. was..a.former.alderman of--Law- 
rence. The civil engineering work has 
been in charge:of F. M. Gooanue,' as 
representative of C. E. Hudson. 

It is interesting. to note that the 
work has been carried on since it was 
started without a hitch or break of 
any kind, and there has not been an 
accident of any kind that had injured 
@ man thus far. ad 

The new mill will be connected with 
the old mill by two bridges across tne 
river. A big chimney will be  con- 
structed which ‘will be fully 40 feet 
taller than the one now in use. The 
piles upon which it will set are now 
being driven.

A, Andrews, reported that aid had been 
given in one.case to tide a family over 
temporary. difficulties, leaving perma- 
nent relief to be supplied by the Town.

All the winter activities of the Guild 
arenow closed for the season, except 
ole class under Miss Abbott in cooking. 
This, with eight members, will finish its 
term in a week or two. Another, class 
with eight. members .received eight les- 
sons, a8 many as could: be ‘supplied from 
the appropriation made for it. 

The kitchen garden’ undér Miss Blood, 
bas given 15 lessons with an average.at- 
tendance ‘of seven. The subjects illug- 
trated and taught have been building’ 
fires, setting aud clearing the table, 
washing dishes, bed making, scrubbing, 
sweeping and dusting, washing and iron- 
ing, ahd-care. of lamps. ‘The- class -in 
dressmaking had 18 members and 12 
lessons, The sewing school received 21 
lessons, With a maximum attendance of 
70,a minimum of 18, and an’ average of 
40. Three girls had taken the full 
course and were graduated. The af- 
tendance was much diminished by the 
prevalénce of measles among the fami- 
lies of the pupils. Miss Helen Marland 
was in charge, and was assisted by 11 
ladies.

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President Day Clearly States. Present Situation on 
; ** Zion’s Hill.” 


To the Editor ef the Townsman: 

Dear Sir:— 

You ask me for a statement of 
the situation im the ‘present discussion 
regarding the Seminary. Certainly, I 
am gladiomake one, ‘the friends and 
neighbors of the - Seminary. in Andover 
have aright to Know what-I, at least in 
my personal capacity, think Of it. _ 

"The reopening of the: question of re- 
meovalilast- February was a great sur- 
prise tome, IL supposed that that mat- 
ter had been settled; and as . the dis- 
turbance of the peace came at just that 
eritical-time of-the- year when efforts to 
build up were about to begin, it was 
doubly trying. 

Since that time the debate has taken 
several turns; persons outside of the 
trustees have spoken. with varying 
opinions; and now thd” journals are en- 
gaged, editorially or otherwise. I shall 
not trace the course of the discussion. 
I have steadily maintained - that we 
ought totry to build up the Seminary 
im Andover-—-M-y—-faith- has —been;-and- 
still is, that this can be done; given, 
what all institutions expect, the hearty 
cooperative backing of: the board 
I did not at first vote upon the resolu- 
tion so much discussed, "that? the period 
has arrivedwhen the prosperity of the 
Seminary will be promoted by its re- 
moval from Andover, provided satis- 
factory arrangements can be made for 
its establishment elsewhere.’’, I though 
that the proviso. made it nugatory and 
valueless, Afterward, I had my vote 
changed to No upon the record, im order 
to avoid misrepresentation _as—to-my, 
feeling on the main issue. I do not be- 
lieve. that satisfactory arrangements 
can be made. : ; 

In brief, what shatlvedone? Projects 
to remove tothe _West_orto the South 
have never been considered. Five 
courses aré open. In the first place, we 
might goto Cambridge, occupy rented 
buildings, lean heavily upon the Har- 
vard Divinity School for instruction, and 
be virtually, éven if not” organically, a 
part of that system. This would con- 
trovert some of the very men most 
eager to have us go, who desire an abso- 
lute independence not only in organiza- 
tien, but_in spirit and. teaching, We 
should indeed be part of the school 
there existing, adding little to its 
strength, while possibly ourselves aban- 
doned by much of our constituency. 
Harvard Divinity School does . not need 
us.__ ‘They. donot_want.to.beineculated” 
but todevelop from within and do their 
own great work for the University. 

Secoidly, we can go to Cambridge 
im -an independent, integral way; to 
be an establishment, as a rallying 
point for .Congregationalists. Even 
then we should tbe identified by 
most people With the Harvard Schook; 
but, what is more to the point, who will 
furnish the one' or two hundred thoy- 
sand dollars. needed?.It-is— impossible 
either to raise this sum, or to cut int 
our capital for the purpose. We shoul 
increase our cost, decrease our consti 
tuency, aid not reduce the number of 
seminaries; while again, save in the 
minds of those who look for ultimate 
absorption and.are willing to wait-for-it; 
we might hamper the progress of the 
Harvard School. 

Thirdly, ve might be united to one of 
the seminaries im Connecticut, Yale or 
Hartford. There are legal objections to 
such a course. Could these be removed, 
which would be unlikely unless Trustees, 
Visitors, Faculty, and Alumni united, it 
would be a weak policy. It would end 
the distinctive bistory of Andover Sem- 
inary, It might add fifteen or twenty 
men to the roll of either of the sem- 
inaries, now so crowded together, and se 
well equipped amd advertised. It would 
not secure economy of funds. It woul 
be the abandonment of the regiof, an 
the churches with their outreaching 
missionary work, for which the money 
was given, Locality, traditions, the as- 
sociations of history, the “home. senti- 
ment” within the circle of churches, all 
count formuch. This aspect of the.case 
seems tome to be an indirect way of in- 
viting “the passing” of Andover. 

Fourthly, we can die or be dissolved. 
But by common consent this is not to be 
thought of. Our certain continuance is 
urged by all hands. We are engaged in 
a discussion as to the larger usefulness 
of the Seminary ; not in a diagnosis of a 
case beyond hope. 

Finally,we cam make a vigorous effort 
to live here at Andover; an effort which, 
owing toour uncertainty, has not yet be- 
gun to be tried. 

What reasons can be urged for suc, 
cess here? There. are tradition and 
spirit; the growth of one hundred years, 
“Mere setiment ?” But sentiment Is 
the most precious, potent and creative 
thing among the forces of the world. 
We have an admirable plant, requiring 
only such improvements as may be easily 
made. Wehave close relations, by ever 
improving transportatidn, with the great 


centres; not only Boston, but also Law- 
rence and Lowell, which are in some re- 
spects even better for experiment and 
observation, and require less time to be 
taken from hours of study. ~ Boston and 
Cambridge, but a score of miles away, 
give the opportunity of seeuring all that 
we need of special and expert lectures 
aside from the University halls. As a 
matter of fact these are more rarely vis- 
ited than one would think by theological 
students trained neat them ; and college 
advantages must, by our laws, have been 
had by our students before they come. 
A superior, or at an least-equal, opportu 

nityjfor distinetly specialist: study secured 
by our quiet independence may be fairly 
urged when balanced against the multi- 


plicity-of lecture courses too often mak= | 


ing an appeal to the hearing of the ear 
It should not be forgotten that,the pres- 
ence of three strong schools (including 
Abbot Academy), with instructors. and 
courses graded far within college limits, 
creates of itself a sort. of university life. 


_The sure pointing of any revivalof the 


ministry as a profession toward the value 
of Andover can be affirmed. | The need of 
such a revival js the root of the matter 


When it comes, it will bring ademand | 


for thorough work on central lines, for 
pulpit effectiveness and for spiritual 
power. For -these things Andover has 
ever labored with concentration, We 
have money enough for an immediate 
enlargement of the Faculty by one or 
two chairs, providiiig what is impera- 
tively needed ; and this, without incur- 
ing debt. Our finances can be still fur- 
ther strengthened by the curtailment 
of leakage in «running expenses. A 
stall sum, say twenty-five thousand dol- 
lors, which might almost be raised in And- 
over, would refit our buildings, subsidize 
@ periodical for a series of years, possibly 
provide for a_refectory in the upper liali 
of one of our lialls, and” secure other 
advantages required for a fair trial, 

, The Aluinni, through publications, 
budgets of news annual meetings, 
alumnbi associati ns, are‘all ready to be 


awakened. Next to nothing has. been 
ae in this direction. It in an untilled 
field. I 


One more point; the good of the Acad- 
emy: Of course the removal ‘of the 
Seminary would add materially to the 
Academy’s real estate, after a just equity 
had been paid: the raising of the money 
for which would not be easy. Iam not 
sure that even then the gain would 
equal the possibilities of the great. sun- 
set slope along which the school is now 
drawn up. But there are other values 
besides real estate. The prestige and 
spirit won by. the Seminary for Andover 
has strengthened tlie Academy. This 
relation is reciprocal. The circle of 
homes centered in the Seminary church, 
has done much to give to the Academy 
its character. Dr. Bancroft, a keen 
judge ‘of “atmospheres,” felt’ profoundly 
the value of the alliance, Of course, the 
Académy students are vigorous critics 
of professorial preaching and Seminary 
ways. That is natural,often wholesome, 
generally good natured, amd. occasion- 
ally. it must be admitted, reasonable. 
Yet, ideally, at least, the institutions 
strengthen each other, and can be made 
to do so more and more, ~All these fac- 
tors have made Andover what_ it is. 
Of course,it.may be said that all this 
must be changed. It will hardly be 
urged that the most vigorous prepara- 
tory school in the United States has 
been a mistake. Apartfrem what may 
be,- Phillips Academy is pretty good as 
she is, and she has come up through 
these influences. Her alumni love her, 
and forthe sake of allof the old tra- 
ditions. Old Academy boys now actual- 
ly glory in benumbed limbs, which once 
seemed to be a hardship, resulting. from. 
the two-hour sermons of the old war- 
riors in the Seminary pulpit. They are 
— rather glad that they had to stand 
them! ; 


In short, let the Seminary try it out 


in Andover. Let the project of removal 
be tabled until the centennial in 1907. 
Perhaps it will not then be thought of. 
If the churches and the colleges, the 
final court of appeal, at last decide that 
they have no use for us, radical action’ 
can be taken. We can die upon our own 
hilltop, insight of all thé people. But 
we are not dead yet, byany means, and 
deprecate the use of artificial means to 
that end. If it now be asked, What will 
be done? I am-obliged to say that I do 
not know. If one should follow Professor 
Park's dictum and feel “bound to trust 
his intellectual faculties,” I should say 
that we shall remainhere. . But these 
“faculties” have suffered so many shocks 
of surprise this winter that this would 
be going too far. I willsay, that of the 
future continuity of the Seminary’s use- 
ful career Ihave no doubt; that as to 
the continuance of her work at Andover, 
I have an ever lessening doubt; rather a 
strong expectation that such continu- 
ance will be the outcome.

From Pre-historic Days. 


Prof. Warren K. Moorehead, curator 
of . the archaeological department of 
Phillips academy, bas been investigating 
the fort or enclosure on Carter’s_ hill of 
which mention was made in last week's 
Townsman, but as yet has been unable 
to tell exactly what it is. . 

He has handed in a report of the work 
done so far and it makes interesting 
reading as indicating that Andover has 
several evidences of prehistoric man. 
Some “walled depressions” found on the 
bill are said by Prof. Moorehead to re- 
semble depressions at the head waters 
of the Charles river and attributed to 
the Norsemen. 

Following is Prof. Moorehead’s report: 

«The enclosure or fort on Carter’s 

Hill presents an interesting problem. 

Some 35 pits were , sunk during the 

examination of the place last ‘lues- 

day. So faras can be determined by 
this preliminary survey the_follow- 
img: may be takem -as a summary of 

the facts obtained : . 

“There is no trace of pallisades in +! 
the walls, There is no evidence of 

a ditch either om the interior or ex- 

terior of the walis. @ remains of 

no structure built of wood, stone or 
.other-materials-can-be-traced-within 
the space enclosed. No objects of 
human workmanship either Indian 
or European were found in the*‘fort.” 
Some European articles were found 
in the “walled depressions’’ 300 


yards distant, but they seem to 
have no connection with the earth- 
work proper. 

“The place is different from others 
I have examined and it is impossible 
for me to state by whom and for 
what purpose it was built. 

“A stratum of charcoal and ashes 
is pretty evenly distributed through- 
out the base of the wall; i.e. the 
surface seems to have been first 
burned over and the wall erected 
after this clearing was affected. 

“The wall crosses numerous large 
boulders and the erection of pallis- 
ades upon these isa difficult matter. 
So far the evidence is against the 

supposition that the work is 
European, yet it is not established 
thatitisIndian. Further researches 
will be made in the near future. 

“J have asked Professor Morse of 
Salem and Professor Putnam of Har- 
vard to visit the work.” 

The department is greatly in- 
debtedto Mr. Carter for allowing 
the freedom of his grounds.

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course of the night, our passports were 
examined, and at four o'clock new tic- 
kets must be bought at a new stopping 
place, and again go through all the cere- 
mony of exhibiting them. At six o’clock 
I gave up all attempts to sleep and got 
up and called it morning. 

“We succeeded in getting some break- 
fast about eight o’clock, in a little town 


with an un . for we 
were in Servia by time. “There was 
nothing but and coffee. The 


bread was so near the color of the hands 
of the man who brought it, I could not 
eat it, and [ should never have suspected 
what we were drinking if they had not 
said coffee was:the name of it. It was 
hot, and .so I drank it, rejoicing that I 
did not see it made. 

“The ride across and into Bul- 
garia, was very ing. The little 
towns began to have more of a Turkish 
look, and there were picturesque people 
at.every.station. - 

“The names of the towns were printed 
in Russian on the stations, but we tried 
in vain to spell or pronouncethem. We 
still were frequently called upon to 
show our passports, but to our great de- 
light they did not detain us at the cus 
tom house un the border of Bulgaria. 
At Sofia, the capital of Bulgaria, the 
train stopped, and we were greeted by 
two tall, handsome young gentlemen, 
with “Welcome! Dr. and Mrs. Clark.” 
Then came two young ladies, Miss Clark, 
an American missionary, and. a Mrs. 
Popoff, wife of. one of the handsome 
young gentlemen. I will tell you~ later 
more about..the people of Sofia. From 
Sotia to Kostenetz the ride was very 
beautiful, over and around the Balkan 
mountains. It is a great grazing 
country, and we saw thousands and 
thousands of sheep and cows, and the 


shepherds watching their flocks and. 


looking as though they had just stepped 
out of a Bible picture. I saw Abel, and 
David, and all of Joseph’s brethren, ex- 
cept-that I was not quite sure of Benja- 
min. 

“I had never thought of Simeon and 
Levi as’ being quite so ragged. It seems 
a pity that they should not know the 
23rd Psalm and the chapter in John, but 
T-do not suppose those shepherds have 
ever heard of the Good Shepherd. If 
they pray at all it is to the Virgin Mary, 
But there are missionaries and colpor- 
teurs now, going about all over the land, 
and possibly these picturesque looking 
shepherds may sometime hear of Christ: 
They form a very interesting part of this 
landscape and we were half sorry when 
the train stopped at Kostenetz, Bavar' 
where we were to leave it. 

“Now do not think from my description 
that this is the only manner of travelling 
on this route. There is avery luxurious 
train by which one may go in the most 


|.delightfully..comfortable.-.way--from—V-i- 


enna to Constantinople without changing 
cars, but it requires a luxurious purse, 
which is not ours, and moreover, we 
were going to Samokoo, so this is the 
way we wept, 

“At Kostenetz we were met by Miss 
Haskell and Samokoo pastor's wife with 
the unwriteable and unspeakable name. 
They invited us to two dilapidated look- 
ing chariots, each drawn by four lank, 
lean, bony horses, like the. ‘Turkey trod- 
den leqn kine that Pharoah saw in his 
dream. Miss Haskell aad I climbed into 
one carriage and Frank and the “other 
lady” took the other. These chariots 


-are-very like those that are uséd in many 


European cities, with one seat wide 
enough for two people and a narrow one 
facing it, where a third can squeeze in. 

“I think they must buy up all the old 
worn out carriages in Buda Pesth, and 
Sotia, and then they pass for stylish car- 
riages in Samokoo, but I wish you could 
have seen the so-called horses, you could 
count every one of their poor bones. 

“It was a bright, beautiful afternoon, 
and a beautitul drive over the hills and 
mountains toSamokoo. The fruit trees 
were all in blossom and the cattle upon 
a thousand. hills were there, and the lit- 
tle lambs greeted us with their ba-bas. 
1 took a picture of Dan and Naphtali 
tending their flocks. Dan arranged his 
watch chain so that it would show well, 
and Napthali called to his sheep to fol- 
low him, and the dog posed himself in 
front. .l am not quite sure what the re- 
sult will be, but will hope toshow you a 
good picture. The road was not quite so 
bad as the roads in Turkey, but it was 


bad enough, and we bounced and jounced 


along till our heads were nearly shaken 
off. When we came to the steepest, 
roughest parts of the road we had to get 
out and walk over the top of the moun- 
tain. :

JUDGE REDUCED THE VERDICTS. 


A decision has been given by Judge 
Richardson in the civil cases of Mrs. J. 
A. Kennedy, Mrs. Ann McFee and J. A. 
Kennedy ‘of Haverhill against the L., 
L. & H. Street Railway company. The 
cases were tried three times in the su- 
perior court, the first time the plaintiffs 
securing damages aggregating $2000, the 
second time the jury disagreeing and 
the third time. the plaintiffs securing 
damages aggregating $4200. The sec- 
ond trial was held as the court reversed 
the verdict retufned by the jury in the 
first trial.

The Merrimack Valley Country club 
has entered upon what promises to ,be 
the most successful season in its s- 
tory. Its membership is up to the lim- 
it, and the interest among the members 
“was never stronger than at present. 

Each season finds the Merrimack 
Country Golf club course in better 
shape. 

Among the improvements this sum- 
mer will be found a new’ wide 
from the street to the house. This 
does away with people wearing away 
the turf on the fair green, impeding

TAXATION QUESTION. — 


Petitions for abatement of taxes do 
not_often cause the interest that has 
been aroused by the request of certain 
North Andover taxpayers who have, up 
to the present time, refused to pay;
